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PROCLAMATION FOR 
ELECTIONS OF SECOND 

ELECTORS. 

WHEREAS by Article 23 of the Palestine Order-in- 
Council, 1922, it was provided that a general election of 
members of the Legislative Council should take place 
such time, not more than six months after the publication 
of the Order in the Palestine Gazette, as the High Commis¬ 
sioner should by Proclamation appoint, 

AND WHEREAS that period will expire on March 
1st, 1923, 

AND WHEREAS by the Palestine Legislative Council 
Election Order, 1922, it was provided that the High Com¬ 
missioner might by Proclamation determine the time and 
place for holding elections for the return of secondary 
electors who are to elect the members of the Palestine 
Legislative Council, 

NOW, I, the Right Honourable Sir Herbert Louis 
Samuel, Knight Grand Cross of the Most Excellent Order 
of the'British Empire, His Majesty’s High Commissioner 
and Commander-in-Chief in and over Palestine, do hereby 
proclaim and/ appoint

that the nominations of 
condary electors aforesaid shall be 
with the Proclamation published herewith, in each District 
and Sub-District on such day between the 20th of Febru¬ 
ary and the 28th of February inclusive as the Governor of 
the District may by Notice published locally appoint; and 
that, where a^poll is necessary, it shall be held, in accor¬ 
dance with the Proclamation published herewith, on such 
day, being not less than seven days from the date of no¬ 
mination, as the Returning Officer for the election may by 
Notice published locally appoint.
